or rifle, or shotgun loaded with a 
single bullet, or any gun larger 
than number 10 gauge, or any 
weapon other than-a gun or a 
bow arid arrow; and the use of 
live birds. as decoys; or of any 
aeroplane, power-boat, sail-boat, or 
night-light, and shooting from any 
motor or wheeled vehicle to which 
a draft animal is attached. The 
hunting of migratory. game birds 
by the use. or aid of baiting with 
grain or other artificial food is 
prohibited: 

The shooting of migratory game 
birds earlier than one hour before 
sunrise or later than one hour af- 
ter sunset is prohibited. 

The penalty for violation of the 
migratory bird laws is a fine of not 
more than three hundred dollars

THE PHRASE “THE UNITED NATIONS” is now a commonplace one 
yet perhaps few who use it realize its full significance. Less than two years 
ago it had its beginning in a band of nations held together by their belief 
in the cause of freedom. Since that time the bonds between these coun- 
tries have tightened, and their pledges have been translated into action 
which is spelling the doom of the Axis nations. Thirty-two sovereign 
states now make up the United Nations, and their combined resources 
have been built into the powerful war machine which is moving to destroy 
the aggressor nations in all parts of the world. Geography has made it 
difficult for all the thirty-two nations to maintain close contact, but groups 
have been formed among neighboring countries, and the whole has been 


co-ordinated through Great Britain, which serves as a link between the Old 
World and the New.

The countries of the Americas have joined in a Pan-American 
Union, and since 1941 Canada and the United States have been combining 
their entire resources for war production and defense. In London, for 
the past three years the representatives of the governments of the occupied 
countries have been’ co-ordinating their efforts with those of. the other 
groups of the United Nations to bring about the defeat of the common 
enemy. A year ago, a treaty between the United Kingdom and the Soviet 
Union brought about a fuller degree of co-operation and understanding 
both in ‘the prosecution of the present war, and for the organization of 
security and economic prosperity in Europe after the war. The results 
of the combined efforts of all these nations is now apparent in & powerful 


fighting force which can with confidence take the offensive on all the war 
fronts.

A remarkable and terrible story 
reaches me from Miss Elsie Fairfax-

Kong in March, 1942.

ployed end unskilled Chinese workers 
have been driven from the former 
British colony. The majority have 
been forcibly deported, the rest 
driven to leave through denial of 
food ration cards. 

Without any resources whatever, 
thousands of these refugees have 
starved to death in the barren islands 
and coastal regions where they have 
been taken. The bodies. of hundreds 
of Hong Kong ricksha pullers, long- 
shoremen and others lie by the road- 
sides in Kwangtung province (where 
famine conditions obtain even for 
the local population), some close to 
the sea, others farther inland—as far 
as they could drag themselves. 

Yet these deportees are more for- 


tunate than thousands of women, | 


children and unemployed who have 
been simply herded .on to junks and 
barges,

overboard. Many 
workers, who refused to work for the 
Japanese and were unable to escape, 
have also- died in this manner. 


Fifteen thousand Chinese are still | 


forced to work in the Hong Kong 
shipyards. The Japanese pay a 
Chinese worker just“enough to keep 
him alive, so that he can never save 
enough to travel to the nearest fac- 
tory town in the interior, even if he 
gets away. Escape often means 
starvation. Yet thousands of skilled 
workers have escaped from .

away—life is, at times, more 
pleasant in the country than in th 
city. 

There is a definite time lag in 
the operation of economic law. If 
conditions are better in the city 
than in the country, it would seem 
that people would leave the coun- 
try and move to the city. The de- 
cline in production of farm pro- 
city 
wages would fall—the balance 
would be restored. But progress 
in this direction is slow. Labor 
has preferred high wages to full 
employment. 


In the past, farm products felt 
first the inflationary impulse, then 
when price reached great heights, 
the crash came, the farmer bore the 
brunt of the depression. The war 
may lead to the liberation of forces 
which may help to lift the relative 
standards of the country in com- 
parison with the city. In the years 
which follow the war, we may 
see a tendency to more ‘rapid 
growth, in the small cities and 
large towns and less urgent desire 
te build great centres of popula- 
tion.
